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What We Know 


The fact is we do not know, and nobody knows how 
ood the Guernsey cow. actually is; but. we know 

somethings about her which are worth telling, even if 
we tell a twice told tale. We can afford to smile at 
those persons and _ even at those figures that belittle 
her, for we have facts to back up what we do know 
and substantial figures to confirm the facts. 

The Guernsey is an unpretentious, useful beast, of a 
torm to please the eye of a dairyman, because it 
means milk. We write, of course, of typical cows. 
From the types there are many departures, but we 
are learning to breed so that the departures from a 
high standard are fewer year by year. She is of the 
wedge form, high and broad in the hind quarters, and 
narrowing towards the front; yet she is not thin in 
the chest like many milch cows, but has a “thickness 
through the heart” that indicates constitution, a deep 
full brisket, a fair fullness in the crops, and moderately 
substantial useful underpinning, which points indicate 
constitution. 

What is a cow or any other female worth as a pro- 
ducer of either young or milk without this? Hardi- 
ness and constitution are everything to a breed or to 
a family. ; ; 

Every breeder ought to prize this quality beyond 
price and the Guernsey has it remarkably. As the 
Connecticut farmers would say “she’s hardy as a 
Devon,” and we believe this to be absolutely true. 

This idea of hardiness and utility is carried out in 
her head. It is not beautiful and delicate, but it is 
handsome, of good form, long and broad in the muz- 
zle, enabling her to take large mouthfulls, fill herself 
quickly and lie down toruminate. The eyes are large 
and placid, the expression motherly; the horns are 
small, at least short, usually turning forward and 
curving inwards, and often of a greenish amber, 
shading to yellow at the base. The ears of good 
cows vary agood deal. Those that are small and thin 
are preferred, but not a few are large, usually how- 
ever, thin and always yellow within. The neck is 
generally straight to the chin and runs nearly level 
into the back. 

_The Guernseys are a long-bodied race, hence their 
ribs are rather open, but they are well sprung, giving 
a round barrel and capacious paunch. 

_ The hips are wide, long and broad and rarely droop- 
ing, although sloping rumps are not uncommon in 
some lines or families. We regard this simply as a 
matter of looks and a beef point, and so immaterial 
ina milk and butter cow. Some of the very best cows 
have dropping rumps and if the tail be set high it de- 
tracts scarcely at all from the good looks of an animal. 

The hides of good cows vary considerably in thick- 
ness, some are very thin, fine coated and soft, others 
thicker but mellow and unctuous. We like best a 
moderately thick skin (showing constitution), which 
must be soft, mellow, loose, with a cleanly yet unctu- 
ous feeling and an elastic touch indicating a layer of 
fat below the surface. We find the great majority of 
the skins of Guernsey cows to have this character or 
to approach it, and value it as an indication of health. 
_ The coat of the average Guernsey is close and fine; 
In Summer, short and with a feeling like broadcloth; 
in winter longer and denser, but still free from harsh- 
ness, and silky to the touch. 


About Guernseys. 


The skin-color is a point in which the Guernsey ex- 
cels all other breeds. It is conspicuous where the 
hair is parted in white spots, upon the brisket where 
it is partially covered by the forelegs, in the ears, and 
upon the udder and scrotum. It is due to the secre- 
tion of an oily soap which resembles in color the but- 
ter yielded by the cow. Thus in many common cows, 
and cows of the beef breeds, high skin-color is rare. 
Among the Ayrshires it is not uncommon; among the 
Jerseys frequent and highly prized, while among the 
Guernseys qualifiedly universal exception are very 
rare. The color is usually intense on the white spot 
in the forehead, often looking like orange peel when 
the hair is parted. It is richer in summer and paler 
in winter, which would seem to show that the color 
arises from the character of the feed just as the feed 
effects the color of the butter. It is however, never 
wholly wanting. 

The color of the Guernseys varies greatly, much 
more upon the Island of Guernsey than off from it, 
for buyers select orange fawns and pumpkin yellows, 
broken more or less with white, in preference to other 
colors, so that these are the prevalent colors in this 
country; still dark browns, approaching black, dis- 
tinct reds, (a Shorthorn not a Devon red), and brindles 
occasionally occurs. The muzzle is either buff, slate 
color, mottled or black or very dark slate. Fashion 
prefers the pale buff or “white” as it is termed, but it 
is a matter of littke moment. The muzzle may or 
may not be surrounded by a well marked fillet. This 
is usually somewhat obscure. The circle of skin 
about the eyes is, or should be of a rich, yellowish 
brown. A white triangle in the forehead, a white 
switch and other markings are regarded with favor, 
but fashion lays down nostringent rules, above which 
individual excellence does not assert itself. 

We come now to consider the Guernsey cow as a 
milk and butter producer. If a cow fails in these par- 
ticulars all good points go for nothing, or for beef. It 
is indeed rare that any fairly well bred Guernsey fails 
as a milk and butter yielder, still all are not extraor- 
dinary; but even cows of moderate excellence or 
grades, if turned into a herd of common cows, create 
astonishment by the richness if not by the greatness 
of their flow of milk. 


Guernseys as Cheese Producers. 


At the Wisconsin Agricultural College some ex- 
ceedingly interesting data was compiled with the herd 
of Guernsey cows regarding the casein content of the 
milk of Guernsey cows. Mr. James B. Robertson 
summarized the work as follows: 

The average per cent. of casein produced by the 
University herd for six months’ period was 2,831 per 
cent. 

The average production of cheese of the ten Guern- 
sey cows of the University herd for a period of six 
months with animals in all stages of lactation and 
varying ages was 416.58 pounds of cheese. Six cows 
in three months, forty days after calving produced an 
average of 263.9 pounds. 

Direct determination of both casein and fat is neces- 
sary to determine}the ability of any single cow to pro- 
duce*cheese products. 
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While the above is the first introduction ot the 
Guernsey to the public, it is interesting to note in view 
of later work that their debuts should have been in 
connection with an Agricultural Institution. Next 
we find them at The Columbian Dairy Breed Test, 
Chicago, 1893. 


It is not necessary to recite here the conditions sur- 
rounding the Guernsey work there. Througe the 
Itberality of afew enterprising admirers it was de- 
termined that the Guernsey should be represented. 
With a herd, a largé number of which were but the 
first year after importation, whose age averaged much 
less than that of opposing herds, with no allowance in 
rules for superority in color of products, the Guernsey, 
with a contribution of 26 head, from which 25 were to 
be named, entered that long summer’s race on con- 
tributed and borrowed money with no expectation of 
winning. When the season was over the reward to 
the Guernsey was great.

HOME BUTTER TESTS. 


These followed and were supervised by having 
samples of milk sent experiment stations every 
month and the station visiting the cows and herds 
three or four times during the year, taking checking 
samples.

The only test of dairy cattle in which all breeds par- 
ticipated that has ever been held was that at the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo, N. Y., in 1901. In 
this the Guernsey was represented by five cows as 
were all the other breeds. The test was wholly under 
the supervision of the Department of Agriculture of 
the Exposition and its purpose was to see which breed 
would make the greatest net profit upon each of the 
four following points: a. Production of Butter Fat. 
b. Production of Churned Butter. c. Production of 
Total Solids in Milk. d. Production of Total Solids 
and Gain in Live Weight. 


At the close of the six months’ test the Exposition 
announced the following awards: The prize for net 
profit in butter fat is won by the Guernseys by a net 
profit of $4.66. The prize for net profit in churned 
butter is won by the Guernsey by a net profit of $5.86. 

The Guernseys not only made butter at the least 
cost per pound but returned the greatest profit for 
every dollar invested in feed.

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Cyclone Plays Great Havoc at White Springs Farm, 
Geneva, N. Y.

Geneva, Sept. 1.—Thousands of dollars damage was done by a cy- 
clone that struck this section this afternoon between 3 and 4 o’clock. 
The large cattle barns and horse barns on the White Springs farm 
were blown down, the school house on the state road was razed, the 
roof of the Country Club house was blown away, the barns of the 
Charles Haag farm on the state road, across the road from the 
school house, were also laid waste, as was the apple orchard 
owned by Mr. Haag. 

An automobile party that was passing the school house at the 
time passed through the storm and was lifted bodily and carried 


was 
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into a field. In the car were five persons, one, S. O. Suydam, who 
had to be taken to the hospital, suffering from a badly bruised hip 
and a compound fracture of the left leg below the knee. The other 
occupants of the car were taken to their homes in the country. 
A Mr. Moore and Mr. Burgess were in the party. 


Another victim of of the storm was Frederick Cutler, an employee 
at White Springs. It was thought that no persons were injured at 


the White Springs, but while Walter Jauncey, the herdsman at the 
farm, was going over the ruins, he heard the moaning of a man and 
later found Cutler covered with hay and lumber. 


He was taken to

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the City Hospital, suffering with severe bruises about the body, the 
full extent of his injuries have not been learned yet. 


APPROACHES THREATENINGLY. 

As near as can be learned the storm struck Geneva a half mile 
northwest of the state road and took a southeasterly course, first 
striking the school house and the automobile party and then jump- 
ing to the Haag farm. Mr. Haag says that when he first noticed 
the cloud approaching, it seemed as if it were jumping. It would 
lower and then rise. It first resembled a small balloon, but, as it 
approached, it took the shape of a funnel, and when it struck the 
earth it was a muddy colored cloud. 


It swept through the Haag orchard and then past over the lower 
lands until it struck the Pre-emption road just south of where the 
new reservoir is being built by the city and the northeast corner of 
an orchard on the west side of the road. 

It laid the trees on the east side of the road low up to the gateway 
leading into the White Springs grounds. The trees on the west 
side of the roadway were blown across the roadway, making it im. 
passible. At almost every point on the White Springs farm there 
could be seen traces of the storm. The large elm trees that were 
so much of the beauty of the grounds were wrenched from the 
ground by the roots, carried several hundred feet and left ina 
tangled and broken mass. 


The scene about the White Springs farm is almost indescribable 
and the damage to the grounds is irreparable. 


NARROW ESCAPE For FAmILy. 


A tenant house that was located just east of the horse barn and 
occupied by William Langford, one of the coachmen, was blown t 
atoms. Mr. Langford, his wife and baby were in the house val 
the storm approached and the three went to the cellar. 


: : When the 
wind struck the house, the roof was carried away, and Mr. Lan 
ford thought of the fire that was burning in the stove. He meal 


to get out of the cellar, leaving his wife and child, but before he 
reached the floor a cloud of water had enveloped the Stove, extin- 
guishing the fire. A large elm tree that stood in front of the house 
was torn away, leaving a hole about fifteen feet in diameter and 
about ten feet deep. Luckily the ruins did not catch fire. Men 
were in the cow barn milking at the time, and, seeing the storm 
approaching, they managed to escape from the building and also 
rescued the cows. 


The telephone lines were blown down, but Mrs. Lewis hurried to 
to the residence of Charles Burralt and telephoned to the police 
station to Chief Kane, asking that the police gather all the work. 
men possible and send them to the farm to clear up the debris, 
About one hundred and fifty men were got together by the police 
and they were taken to the farm in automobiles. 


Almost every 
automobile in the city brought men to the farm. 


The full extent of the damage done by the storm will not be 
known for several days.

The show was not as large in point of numbers as 
usual, but was, I think, in point of quality, better than 
usual. There are two reasons to account for the 
deficiency in number, one is that we are suffering 
from a plethora of shows this year, having had an 
extra one in that of the Farmers’ Association in June, 
and another is, that owing to the extraordinary wet 
and cold summer we have had, with rain and heavy 
rain practically every day this month, animals are, in 
many cases, in worse condition than in the depth of 
winter. 

I have mentioned that the old Governor was first in 
the first class bulls but Alderney II made a very good 
second. He has all the characteristics of a good dairy 
sire and so he should have, being out of that fine 
dairy cow Lady Alderney. 

Governor of Myrtle Place, the winner in the second 
class bulls, is a very handsome son of Pride of Day, 
out of La Fleur du Jardin XII, and it is to be hoped 
that this bull will remain long in the Island to perpet- 
uate his species. 

In the young bulls Flora’s Sequel II of Vimiera was 
easily placed first, the outstanding excellence of his 
dam, Flora of Vimiera, who won the King’s Cup, 
would more than warrant it, but there were still some 
formidable opponents in the class and it was no easy 
— “i the judges to separate the second, third and 

ourth. 
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The aged cow class brought out 12 truly great cows, 
and although La Fleur du Jardin won, the second, 
Pride of Brickleigh, gave the judges some thought. 
They are both cows of true dairy type, with large 
capacity, fine lines and well shaped udders. 


In the second class cows, it would seem doubtful if 
Miss Freda was entitled to the place of honor seeing 
that later, under different judges, the second, Flora of 
Vimiera was awarded the King’s Cup, but it must be 
remembered that Miss Freda was not a competitor 
for this trophy.

It was such a close thing between them that the 
referee had to be called in to decide. The third and 
fourth in this class, both bred by John Nicolle of the 
Baissierres were an equally difficult proposition to the 
judges. 

The third class of cows (Special Dairy Class) is a 
distinctive feature of this show. The judges are 
asked to award the prizes to the animals they think 
are most likely to be great producers; in point of fact 
putting themselves in the place of buyers requiring 
animals that will fill the pail. Here the old Fleur du 
Jardin X was the first to take the judge’s eye, while the 
second and third were of about equal merit, both look- 
ing like great producers. This class of fourteen cows 
was undoubtedly the best in the show. 


The first class Heifers was a strong class in point 
of numbers but not quite so good in quality as usual. 
The first ten were of great merit but the tail end was 
rather poor. The second in this class, May Rose 
Pearl II, was awarded the special cup presented by 
Mr. F. S. Peer for the best female in the show under 
five years old, and the award was quite justified as 
she is a very handsome individual. 

Raymonds Daisy of the Frie Baton the first in the 
second class heifers is very deeply bodied, straight 
backed and has a promising udder formation, but in 
the opinion of some of the judges she has a somewhat 
coarse appearance in the head, neck and shoulders. 

The second, although much younger, was more tak- 
ing to the eye, but. owing to her age, was not so deep 
as the winner. A few more months on her should 
make her a first prize animal. 

At the presentation of prizes which took place at 
the conclusion of the day, I was called upon to take 
part in a most interesting function; one which I am 


sure will mark an epoch in the history of cattle by 
ing on the island.

Jones of Waukesha Co., Wis., and W. W. Marsh of 
Waterloo, Iowa, three of last years premier exhibitors 
failed to appear, but the gap made by their withdrawal 
was creditably filied by the entry of superior herds 
owned by Dr. C. Christensen of LaCrosse, Wis., and 
Chas. L. Hill of Rosendale, Wis. This is the first year 
that Dr. Christensen has shown, but he nevertheless 
swept the cow competition, winning first in aged cow 
class with Imp. Forestine 2nd, and the senior and 
grand championships with Frances Masher’s Honey- 
moons Daughter, a splendidly equipped three-year-old 
daughter of Raymond of the Preel. Although rank- 
ing as one of the greatest dairy animals on the grounds,

aged class. This 14-year-old cow is a very deep 
bodied animal, has been and still is a great producer, 
but did not appear at her best in the ring.

Aged Cow Class, Framingham Show 


One year ago, through the endeavors of Mr. N. I. 
Bowditch, there was established a special Guernsey 
show in connection with the fair of the Middlesex 
South Agricultural Society at Framingham, Mass. 
Mr. Bowditch interested the neighborhood breeders 
and they came together as a family party in making 
an especially attractive exhibit of their favorities. 

This exhibit created so much interest and enthusi- 
asm that an increased endeavor was made to repeat 
the showing this year. It resulted in bringing togeth- 
er, Sept. 20th, probably the largest aggregation of 
high-class Guernseys ever shown.

New York State Fair and Guernsey 
Breeders’ Meeting. 


It was quite a disappointment to Guernsey breed. 
ers who had planned to be at the fair on Wednesday 
for Guernsey Day to find that the cattle had beep 
judged the day before. A change having been made 
and the Guernsey called on Tuesday, this most im. 
portant part of the exhibition for Guernsey breeders 
was lost to them. 

Branford Farms was the largest exhibitor and won 
a majority of the prizes. In yearling bulls, Never. 
Never Land Farm of Shelter Island won first with a 
son of Clara’s Sequel, and Maple Lane Stock Farm of 
Whitehall second with Majesty of Maple Lane. In 
aged cows, Hinds & Smith of Springfield Centre took 
first with Hubert’s Daisy II. In the 3 and under 5 
year-old class Branford Farms won with Raymond 
VI’s Primrose, while Wrea Head Patience, who was 
Guernsey Champion at Rockingham, N. H., and sec. 
ond at Worcester, had to be content with second 
place here also. Branford Farms took first for Ex. 
hibitor’s herd, all being first prize winners. For pro- 
duce of cow, Gayhead Guernsey Farm came first and 
Branford Farm second. 

Billy’s France of the Hogue up held his reputationat 
previous Fairs and was given Grand Championship 
honors. Billy’s France’s Dairymaid du Briquet, also 
from Branford Farm was awarded the ribbon for 
Champion Cow. This heifer is of good dairy type, ex: 
cellent ribbing, fine over the withers and with good 
fore udder. Her competitors were older cows, show- 
ing good dairy quality. There were some eighty head 
of Guernseys exhibited, not a large number, when we 
consider the number of fine herds in the state. 

The new cattle barn, with a capacity of 1000 head, 
is light, well ventilated, and conveniently planned for 
handling and seeing cattle. Quarters were provided 
for the herdsmen and other conveniences that were 
much needed. Such a building is greatly appreciated 
by visitors who wish to see the cattle under favorable 
conditions, as well as the exhibitor who has to care 
for them. 

Wisconsin opened her new cattle building last year 
and the day of the small wooden barn that has been 
so generally in use must pass. The cattle are now 
much better housed than the horses, or any other 
stock, which is as it should be, for surely the dairy 
cow needs our first consideration. 

The New York State Breeders’ Meeting and Ban- 
quet was held at the Yates on Wednesday night. 
There was a fine attendance and a most enjoyable and 
profitable evening was spent. For lack of room some 
15 or 20 breeders could not be accommodated at the 
banquet, but some came in later for the aftemath. 
This lack of room was a source of regret that can be 
provided for in the future. ; 

Dr. James E. Russell, President of the Association, 
presided. Beginning his administration some six 
months ago ata meeting in Albany, when only about 
a dozen were present, and with a membership of six: 
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are now over ninety paid up members en- 
es sai every prospect that many will join the 
ranks. This certainly shows that interest in Guern- 
sey cattle is steadily increasing in New York State. 
President Russell stated that they had not met for 
boquets, but to hear what others are saying about us. 
The new Commissioner of Agriculture for the state, 
Calvin J. Huson, though not a Guernsey breeder, was 
the guest of the Association and was introduced to 
those present. He said that he felt that he was now 
beginning to get into society, because the Guernseys 
are considered the aristocrats among dairy cattle. 
He recognizes that the dairy business, yielding 
$100,000,000.00 worth of produce a year, is a leading 
industry of the state. He expressed his high apprecia- 
tion of the honor accorded him by the invitation to be 
Pir. Edward Van Alstyne, Director of Farm Insti- 
tute, was then introduced, as having a message for all 
Guernsey breeders. He stated that his paper, which 
we publish later, was particularly related to the live 
stock of New York. He believes that beef cattle pro- 
duction will never come back to the state, as corn 
raising as well as grass would need to come and will 
not. Dairying and fruit raising had driven it out, 
there being as many apples raised in New York as in 
the entire country west of the Mississippi River. 


Dr. C. A. Moore of Ithaca, was the next speaker 
and though he said he hardly felt entitled to be con- 
sidered a Guernsey breeder, he was interested in dairy 
cattle. He believed that the dawn of civilization be- 
gan when people began to drink milk and the cow be- 
came the wet nurse of the human family, instead of 
only providing meat. He could not resist joining the 
Association. 

As the Guernsey Club has established an Advanced 
Register for production, so they should establish an 
Advanced Register for health. We hear a great deal 
about the great scourge of tuberculosis and we need 
to use great care with our cattle. No breeder can 
afford not to know and have a record of the health of 
his animals. The Health Register should contain in- 
formation that will be a guarantee to the buyer and 
seller alike. It is knowing that one has a sound herd 
that is really more important than to have one that 
has no reactors, but may have elements of disease in 
r Keep the herd well groomed from the germs of 

isease. 


In building up the Guernsey breed the tendency to 
demand a superior product should include not only 
rich milk and cream, but that it comes from those 
cattle having an Advanced Register Health record. 
Keep the weeds out of the herd. The International 
Committee appointed to study tuberculosis among 
cattle has made its report, which is just out in print. 
The Association may be asked through its president 
to consider this Advanced Register of Health by the 

mmissioner of Agriculture. It is hoped that the 
Guernsey breeders may stand before the people as an 
advocate of health standards. 


Dr. Russell suggested that Dr. Moore draw upa 
form of register which could be used by breeders. 
Mr. I. C. Blandy felt that this should be a state matter 
rather than individual, if best results were to be ob- 
tained. The state has not shown any inclination to 
make an inspection unless there is good reason to 
think there is some bad disease, or complaint has 
been made. 


The Holstein breeders were to hold a meeting the 
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following night for consideration of the matter and 
had invited Guernsey representatives to be present. 
Mr. Van Alstyne felt that any action must include all 
breeds, as any other would be class legislation. The 
gravity of the situation was apparent to all and the 
census of opinion seemed to be that the state should 
come in for cooperation. 

Dr. Russell then spoke of the New York State breed- 
ers’ list as used in the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
and said that it is proving a very profitable one for the 
breeders, the very cheapest form of advertising, the 
farmer seeing at a glance more breeders and their 
offerings than in any other way. The main difficulty 
at present is in finding cattle enough for sale to fill 
the list. He explained that the list was open to grades 
also, and many should be offered through this medium. 

The next regular meeting will be held the day be- 
fore the annual meeting of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club in New York, though a mid-winter meet- 
ing may be arranged for meantime. Following are 
the awards:

Guernseys at the lowa State Fair. 
BY F. L. KERR. 


The Iowa State Fair this year stood up to its previ- 
ous reputation as one of the greatest Fairs of the sea- 
son. Good weather and general prosperity allowed 
the people to attendin large numbers. The Iowa 
State Fair is the great preliminary tryout for the live- 
stock of the Middle Western show circuit and as such 
it draws a large number of herds from all over the 
Middle West as well as some from the Eastern and 
Western parts of the United States. 

From the standpoint of numbers the representation 
of Guernseys at the Fair was somewhat disappointing. 
Only fifty-one head were entered and when the four- 
teen head entered by Mr. Marsh failed to appear the 
Guernseys numbered only thirty-seven head, or thirty- 
eight head after one calf was dropped there. Wilcox 


and Stubbs Co., of Iowa, showed twenty-five head, 
John H. Williams of Wisconsin, eleven head, and 
Cotta and Williams of Illinois, one head. But though 
the Guernseys lacked in quantity they were neverthe- 
less strong in quality, many of the older ones having 
show records behind them. 


JOURNAL 


Mr. Will Forbes of Nebraska, Field Man for the U 
S. Dairy Division, Judged the Guernsey classes, Mr. 
Forbes put Aline of Lawton 2d 23153 to the head in 
the Aged Cow class at the outset and stuck to her 
type through all her classes. This cow combined 
refinement with excellent dairy form, a straight t 
line, good depth, a well-shaped udder, and large milk 
veins. She was later awarded Senior and Grand 
Championship. Mr. Williams’ cow, Eagle Quill 94 
18121 stood second in the Aged Cow class. She was 
practically dry, a trifle meaty and a little short built 
throughout but deep and roomy in barrel and would 
be a very pleasing type indeed when in strictly show 
condition. Patricia of Sarnia 40235, the mother of the 
two pairs of twin heifers stood third in this class, 

Only one cow was shown in the Three-year-old Cow 
class, Princess Euphemia 27843. She is a long. 
bodied cow with a nicely shaped udder and was 
worthy of more competition.

The two-year-old Heifer class brought out the sen- 
sational pair of twins which stood first as produce of 
Cow at the 1911 National Dairy Show. Showing with 
them was a very nice type of heifer but smaller than 
the twins in size. These twin heifers, Daisy Bell of 
Sarnia 35667 and Bell Daisy of Sarnia 35668 are beau- 
tiful specimens of the Guernsey breed and it will be 
interesting to watch their record in the show circuit 
this season. They are very much alike but Daisy Bell 
was given first place on account of her slightly finer 
shoulder, her somewhat more pliable and better bal- 
anced udder, finer neck, and sweeter head. These 
heifers are daughters of Galaxy’s Sequel. 

In the Senior Yearling Heifer class Park’s Princess 
Rhea 34930, a daughter of Rhea’s King of the May 
14368, stood first. She was put up on type, dairy lines, 
form, and her beautiful udder, strong veins, wells and 
so forth. She was later awarded the Junior Cham- 
pionship. Next to her stoodtwo daughters of Galaxy's 
Sequel, Sweet Lassie 2d 32356 and Short of the Gran- 
des Capelles 34354. Sweet Lassia was much the same 
in type as Park’s Princess Rhea. Short of the Grandes 
Capelles who stood third is a well-built, deep heifer 
but a little meaty and of a little different type than 
the two above her. The other two heifers in this 
class were good ones but rather coarse, one being also. 
off in udder and the other light in the barrel. 
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Two heifers were shown in the Juoior Yearlings, 
Rhea’s Park May 36506, a half sister to Park’s Princess 
Rhea, and Manoa’s May Rose of Iowa 37046. Rhea’s 
Park May was given the advantage over the other be- 
cause she was a little finer cut, longer, and a little 
superior in milk veins. In depth of body, however, 
Manoa’s May Rose of Iowa was conceded a little ad- 
Sas esters competed in the Senior Heifer calf class. 
Another daughter of Rhea’s King of the May, Park’s 
Isabella 2d 38814, much the same type as her sisters 
in the previous classes, took first money. In second 
and third places, side by side stood the second pair of 
twins, Daisy Bell of Fairview 40248 and Bell Daisy of 
Fairview 40249. France’s Rilma of Iowa, a daughter 
of Bob Rilma, the Grand Champion Bull, stood fourth. 
She is a trifle coarse over the shoulders. Another of 
his daughters, Rose Rilma of Iowa, also a little coarse 
over the shoulders and a little low in the back stood 
fifth. Park’s Butter Spot 39213, another daughter of 
Rhea’s King of the May, was somewhat off in confor- 
mation and fell below the money. This was a beauti- 
ful class of excellent individuals. ; 

In the Junior Heifer Calf class Calla’s Rilma, another 
daughter of Bob Rilma, was put over Park’s Elizabeth, 
a daughter of Rhea’s King of the May, on account of 
the former’s greater capacity of barrel and superior 
handling qualities. 

Imp. Holden IV. 12179 wasthe only aged bull shown. 
He is a very deep-bodied bull, a fine handler, and of a 
very gentle disposition. He has remarkable length 
from the hooks to the pin bones. _ 

Bob Rilma 16141, Junior Champion at the National 
Dairy Show last year stood at the head of the Two- 
year-old Bull class. He is showing in excellent form 
this year and will give any comers strong competition 
for their money. He was later awarded Senior and 
Grand Championship. Showing against him in his 
class was Park Czesar 22002. This bull is somewhat 
undersized, narrow, and also plain in the head. 

Raymond of Sarnia 19172, a son of Raymond of the 
Preel IV., and who later captured the Junior Cham- 
pionship, led the yearling bulls. He is a deep bull and 
fine in quality. Next to him stood a bull catalogued 
as Manoa’s May Rose of Iowa 37046 (Evidently a mis- 
take in listing), a bull of different type, long but a little 
coarse over the shoulders. Gallant Knight of Iowa 
19511, also a little coarse over the shoulders and 
somewhat down in back came third. Park’s Quill 
Boy 21157, a son of the second prize aged cow and by 
Rhea’s King of the May, stood fourth. 


Queen’s Prince 21291 was placed up among the 
senior bull calves. He is a deep growthy fellow with 
anice head. Next below him stood Park’s Flossie’s 
King 21159, a somewhat shallower, plainer headed 
calf. Natoma Canto 20976 went third.

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heifers who took first in the Produce of Cow class at 
the 1911 National. 


The interest in and the demand for Guernseys in 
this part of the Country is increasing very much. 
People are becoming better acquainted with the 
Guernseys through the efforts of the American Guern 
sey Cattle Club and through the favorable comments 
and articles which appear from time to time in the 
various farm papers and magazines. Furthermore 
the high prices of beef cattle at present and the great 
demand for cattle of all sorts is sure to result in high- 
er prices and a still greater demand for dairy cattle, 
hence the outlook for the Guernsey breeders of the 


middle West is particularly bright. 


Here in Iowa a plan is being formed among some 
of the live Guernsey breeders whereby Guernsey 
milk from the breeders all over the State who can 
and will take advantage of the opportunity, can be

PRACTICAL DAIRY EDUCATION IN PA. 


Few people who have not visited a modern agricul- 
tural college realize how much equipment is required 
to give practical education; to provide actual, daily 
practice in the art of buttermaking, cheesemaking, 
ice cream making, milk testing, preparation of start- 
ers and the more scientific work of testing, which the 
modern creameryman must do. Thedairy husbandry 
department of the Pennsylvania State College is buy- 
ing milk and cream from 225 farms within hauling 
distance of the college. This material sold in the var- 
ious dairy products for $70,000 this year, which was 
paid to the farmers after deducting the necessary ex- 
pense of manufacture. This large amount of milk 
and cream makes it possible at any time of the year 
to furnish material for class work—cream for prac- 
tice with factory size churns; milk for separation 
with hand or factory size separators; cream for ice 
cream making, eight or ten ice cream freezers going 
ata time; milk for cheesemaking, while the milk from 
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a grade Guernsey herd owned by the college is bottled 
and retailed in the town. 

Not only is there an adequate supply of material but 
the college laboratories contain all the latest ma- 
chinery with which to practice and the instructors 
are men who, when the student are not in the labora- 
tory, can take right hold and turn out a 1,000 pound 
churning of butter, a batch of ice cream or a vat of 
cheese. 

The young man who is now earning a laborer’s in- 
come with his hands and wants to increase his earning 
power by training his head to direct his hands in more 
skilled work may take a winter course at the Pennsy]- 
vania State College dairy school, which opens Decem- 
ber 4th and closes February 28th. It opens an easy 
way to add from $5 to $10 a month to the income the 
first year, and it may be the stepping stone to a posi- 
tion that would pay from $900 to $1,500 a year, as he 
acquires experience and skill in his chosen work. 

Any of our readers may secure complete informa- 
tion relative to this or the farm dairy course, to be 
given at the same time, from Professor H. E. Van Nor- 
man, State College, Pa. 


Louis E. P. Smith is the proprietor of Linda Vista 
Farm in Massachusetts where a splendid little herd of 
Guernseys is kept. Jethro’s May King of Linda Vista 
is one of the herd bulls. He comes from the famous 
Jethro Bass, who is also the sire of Langwater Dairy- 
maid. His dam was Langwater Rosie, who made a 
record of 724 pounds of fat ina year. 

Mr. Smith publishes a monthly list of his advanced 
register work. In the July issue four records were 
given in the process of completion varying from 147 
pounds of fat in 87 days to 497 pounds in 268 days. 
Besides this there is a list of records that have already 
been completed. These ranged from 326 pounds to 
788 pounds of fat for the year. _ 

The average of 11 records made onthe farm is 
555.22 pounds of fat and 11,060 pounds of milk. In 
every case where a record is mentioned as being 
made upon this farm it is far in advance of the require- 
ments for entry in the advanced register. 


NEBRASKA STATE FAIR. 


Wilcox & Stubbs of Iowa were the only ones to ex- 
hibit a herd of Guernseys at the Nebraska State Fair. 
The herd was small in numbers, but well selected, 
and attracted a great deal of attention. 


STARTING A DAIRY HERD. 


By Mrs. C. H. Hindman. 


Less than three years ago we started with two very 
common cows; exchanged them for two better ones. 
Watched for heifer calves from good dairy stock and 

purchased them even at a sacrificeon our part. Now 
we have three milch cows and nine grade Guernsey 
heifers, some of them from registered Jersey sires. 
The herd is headed by a registered Guernsey bull 
over a year old, which we bought when a calf. We 
obtain the best bulletins on dairying, study them care- 
fully and compound rations from time to time to suit 
the needs of the herd, according to age, stage of lacta- 
tion, etc. Calves are left on cow from one to two 
weeks, according to their condition, then fed two 
quarts of new milk for next two weeks. Gradually 


add skim milk until one month old, when calf should 
be getting three quarts at a feed. Thendecrease new 
milk, adding skim milk until six weeks old, when it 
gets three quarts of skim milk. Also a mixture of 
equal parts of ground corn, oats, wheat and bran and 
a little oil meal in a box, dry. Teach it to eat by plac. 
ing a little dry bran in its mouth at first. Always 
feed clover hay.—Practical Farmer. 


A PREMIUM Cow. 


A bit of expensive advertising was indulged in last 
fall when the proprietor of “Cottage Hill Farm” offered, 
at the Portage County Fair, special premiums aggrega- 
ting $200, for the best dairy cows, a competition con. 
fined to the residents of the county. The greatest 
percentage of butter fat as determined by the Bab. 
cock test, and the largest number of pounds of milk, 
were to count 75 per cent., while the general appear. 
ance, quality and conformation of the cow were given 
25 per cent. It was believed that the large premium 
offered would bring out a large list of entries, but 
only five entries were made. The tests were made on 
the ground by an expert. On Wednesday evening at 
six o’clock the cows were milked clean, to the satisfac. 
tion of the judge. On Thursday morning the milk 
obtained was carefully weighed and tested for fat, 
This was repeated at six o’clock Thursday evening. 
Each cow was given its proper rating as to total pro. 
duction of butter fat for the day. The cows were 
then scored as to their quality as it appeared to the 
sight and touch. 

The cow to secure the first premium was a regis- 
tered Guernsey whose production for the day was 
1.5815 lbs. of butter fat. The second prize went to an 
unregistered Jersey, which was credited with 1.4034 
pounds while the third was secured by a registered 
Jersey with a credit of 1.4067 pounds. While the last 
cow tested a fraction of a pound better in butter fat, 
it lost second place on general appearance.—Ohio 
Farmer.

Michigan State Fair. 


Guernseys at Detroit this year were represented by 
only one herd, that of Mr. M. H. Tichenor of Oconom. 
owoc, Wis. 

While there are many good herds in the state, some 
very near the city, none were shown this year. This 
is greatly to be regretted as it carries the idea to visit. 
ors that Guernseys either are not popular in the state 
or there are no animals good enough to be shown, 
neither of which is true. 

Many breeders do not enter their cattle because they 
do not have a full herd or animals enough to fill all 
the classes. This is a great mistake and keeps many 
superior animals at home that would do great credit 
to the breed. Comparatively few breeders can expect 
to have a winning herd right then, but may have a few 
outstanding good individuals whose presence would 
greatly enliven competition, and be a source of en- 
couragement to beginners who are just founding a 
herd It would enable them also to see how the one 
or two animals they have bought or raised compare 
with others and be a guide to their buying or breed- 
ing operations in the future. A little healthy home 
competition is one of the best methods of creating in- 
terest. Furthermore breeders in every state should 
feel a responsibility and pride in seeing that their fav- 
orite breed is well represented at their own state fair, 
even if they do not exhibit elsewhere. 

The strong demand for Guernseys and consequent 
lack of need to advertise by showing and the fact that 
so many are being sold on their Advanced Register 
records rather than show yard winnings has undoubt 
edly had its effect in not bringing out more exhibitors. 

While this is the sixty-third annual state fair in 
Michigan, provisions for judging the cattle and an- 
nouncing the results have made little progress. 

The yard used has not even a canvass covering, of 
saw dust on the ground. 

While there are seats for interested spectators, no 
attempt is made to acquaint them with the result of 
the judge’s work, each exhibitor putting his ribbon in 
his pocket as handed to him and leading out his stock. 

A new dairy building has been erected during the 
year but no milk, cream or butter was shown, and the 
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spaces not well filled with dairy appliances. The dem- 
onstration barn, where lectures were given attracted 
quite a little attention, many people wishing to see a 
milking machine in operation. | 

Judging Guernseys this year was not a long or diffi- 
cult task, and prizes were awarded to the perfect sat- 
isfaction of all concerned. 

In the aged bull class Glenwood’s Combination 5th, 
11354, who was shown here last year by A. W. & F. 
E. Fox, and met his first defeat of the season, having 


to take second place in a class of four and yield hon- 
ors to Mr. W. T. Barbour’s bull, King Bell 13482, was 
the onlv bull in his class this year.
